Police have charged an Edmonton man 
in the city’s 13th homicide this year. 

Det. Dale Johnson said yesterday 
charges have been laid against a man 
“known to police” following a fatal stab¬ 
bing at a rooming house. 

Johnson said it was not the first time 
police had been to 10715-96 Street when 
dispatched there early Saturday to find 
Geriy Oar, 24, on the snowy sidewalk 
outside his residence. 

Oar, who reportedly called EMS from 
his cellphone, was taken to hospital 
where he died of his injuries. 

Johnson said police have recovered the 
weapon believed to have inflicted the 
deadly wounds and no other suspects are 
being sought. 

Exactly what happened leading up to 
Oar’s death is not known, but Johnson 
said police have spoken to residents who 
were “to some degree or another all co¬ 
operative” — despite many having 
consumed large amounts of alcohol prior 
to questioning. 

An autopsy is scheduled for today.

An inch-long adapter that sells for about 35 cents US is raising hope among New 
England maple syrup producers that it could extend the six-week sugaring sea¬ 
son. When plugged into tap holes, the adapter helps reduce the amount of sap 
flowing back into trees from the tubing used to carry it to sugar shacks for boil¬ 
ing into syrup. Timothy Perkins, director of the University of Vermont’s Proctor 
Maple Research Center, who helped develop it, said almost all of the producers 
who used it last year were game to try it again this season.

Ah, just when I think that I 
have run out of things to 
say about how this city 
does things, it comes to my 
rescue yet again. 

T he other day it was re¬ 
ported that the city’s 
champions of 
communication are 
going to be asked to 
clear up misinforma¬ 
tion about the proposed down¬ 
town arena. On the face of it, 
this would appear to be a good 
thing. It isn’t. 

What this response shows is 
how dismally this city communi¬ 
cates with its citizens on 
contentious issues. You’ll notice 
that I said contentious issues. It 
does a reasonable job on things 
like the announcement of a new 


festival or the creation of yet an¬ 
other public-input initiative. 
However, when it comes to 
things that really 
get up people’s 
noses — things like 
fiinding for a new 
arena — it 
inevitably drops 
the ball. Or, as in 
this case, the puck. 

All good commu¬ 
nications begin 
with a situational 
analysis. During 
this phase, the 
communicators an¬ 
alyze what is 
currently on the in¬ 
tended audience’s 
radar, what kind of 
mood it is in and what issues 
could make successful commu¬ 
nication difficult. 

So here is your chance to play 


professional communicator. 
What would your initial analysis 
have told you about how the 

public was going 
to respond to a 
new arena? Do 
you think you 
would have recog¬ 
nized that using 
public money to 
provide a home 
for a professional 
sports team might 
have created some 
pushback? Would 
you have taken in¬ 
to account that a 
lot of people 
might say that we 
should not be in¬ 
vesting in an area 
when it appears that we cannot 
keep our streets clear of snow? 
Do you think you would have

na was even necessary? Would 
you have decided that some peo¬ 
ple might wonder what effect a 
downtown arena might have on 
the city?

You would 
have focused on designing a 
strategy that enabled you to ef¬ 
fectively respond to and 
overcome potential objections. 
And you would have made 
absolutely sure people 
understood how the financing 
would be arranged. 

If the city’s vast cohort of 
communicators had done so, 
there would now be no public 
misconceptions in need of cor¬ 
recting.

The singer has agreed to 
pay Dawn Simorangkir 
$430,000 US, plus interest, 
to settle a lawsuit the de¬ 
signer filed in March 2009 
over comments Love made 
on TWitter and her My- 
Space blog. 

While the case didn’t go 
to a jury. First Amendment 
experts say it highlights 
the need for celebrities 
and average people to 
watch what they say on¬ 
line. 

“People are getting in 
trouble for Twitter post¬ 
ings on an almost daily ba¬ 
sis,” said First Amendment 


attorney Doug Mirell, a 
partner at Loeb and Loeb 
who did not handle the 
case. 

“The laws controlling 
what is and isn’t libellous 
are the same regardless of 
the medium in which the 
statements appear,” he 
said. 

Simorangkir’s attorney, 
Bryan J. Freedman, agreed, 
and said Love’s settlement 
should drive that point 
home. 

“The faa is that this 
case shows that the forum 
upon which you communi¬ 
cate makes no difference 
in terms of potential legal 
exposure,” Freedman said. 
“Disparaging someone on 
Twitter does not excuse 
one from liability.”

“I did similar things 
that my parents did. And 
addiction tends to get 
passed along unless some¬ 
thing interrupts it — the 
cops maybe,” said Fl 5 mn.

Last year, when the sap 
stopped running from 
some of Bruce Curavoo’s 
maple trees, it kept run¬ 
ning in others. 

His secret: A tiny adap¬ 
tor that, when plugged in¬ 
to tap holes, helps reduce 
the amount of sap flowing 
back into trees from the 
vacuum tubing used to ear¬ 
ly it to sugarhouses for 
boiling into maple S 5 ^up. 

“They work,” says Cu- 
ravoo, 36, of Starksboro, 
VA, who used the device 
on half his 5,000 trees last 
year and will use it on all 
of them this year. 

The adaptors were de¬ 
veloped by maple re¬ 


searchers at the University 
of Vermont to extend the 
six-week sugaring season. 

By reducing backflow, 
the gadget limits the 
amount of naturally-occur¬ 
ring pseudomonas bacte¬ 
ria, microorganisms that 
can end sap flow if they 
get back into the tree, 
causing it to reflexively 
wall off the tap hole as a 
defence. 

Made of hard nylon, the 
adaptor is about an inch 
tall, sells for 35 cents per 
unit retail and looks like a 
tiny rocket ship. But devel¬ 
opers say it has the poten¬ 
tial to sharply boost sap

as is its breathability, wrin¬ 
kle resistance and 
absorbency (an important 
towel characteristic). 

Bamboo has been tout¬ 
ed as a sustainable natural 
fibre because it’s made 
from pulp. 

But bamboo is actually a 
grass that grows in 
bamboo forests that are 
quick to regenerate and re¬ 
quire little or no 
pesticides. 

Where bamboo fabric 
falters on its green path is 
in the processing. At first, 
harsh chemical solvents 
are used by some manufac¬ 
turers to get the tough 
bamboo fibre into a form 
that could be woven into 


yarn. A similar process is 
used to make rayon. 

New methods involve a 
closed-loop system that 
captures and reuses less 
toxic or nontoxic 
chemicals to dissolve the 
pulp. How can you tell 
which processing method 
was used to make your 
new towel? Research the 
manufacturer or look 
for the Oeko-Tex label. It 
provides third-party 
certification that products 
have been manufactured 
using environmentally 
friendly processes.

David Clemons and 
Michael Kroth, PhD, au¬ 
thors of Managing the Mo¬ 
bile Workforce, feel given 
that in 2008 over 3.9 billion 
mobile subscriptions exist¬ 
ed and “is predicted to 
reach 5.6 billion by 2013” 
the world of business needs 
to chip away at its brick and 
mortar approach to manag¬ 
ing the workforce. 

The mobile workforce is 
best described as “individu¬ 
als who are not physically 
located within a centrahzed 
physical building and those 
who move between work 
locations within a central¬ 
ized location, and who are 
able to access company re¬ 
sources through private 
networks, the Internet and 
mobile networks.” 

For most businesses this 
model has endless potential 
ranging from the financial

Keith Murphy, CEO of 
the Ottawa-based informa¬ 
tion security firm Defence 
Intelligence, says many 
companies have no 
posthumous plans for pro¬ 
tecting employee secrets 
and so lose them to an on¬ 
line purgatoiy, but he cau¬ 
tions against storing too 


much information on one 
external website. 

“The basics of security 
is you would never want a 
single point of failure,” he 
says. Murphy suggests 
storing the actual infor¬ 
mation elsewhere — per¬ 
haps in a locked drawer — 
and using a Deathswitch- 
style email to tell col¬ 
leagues how to locate it. 
You could also send pass¬ 
word hints to someone 
who could decode them. 

Deathswitch in particu¬ 
lar uses high-level security 
encryption that would 
thwart any hacker, and 
even the website’s creator 
David Eagleman doesn’t 
know what’s stored on its 
servers. 

He says the Death- 
switch emails are good re¬ 
minders to keep your 
work and personal affairs 
in order and take precau¬ 
tions to ensure that when 
you die, your virtual self 
can stick around long 
enough to pass on the crit¬ 
ical information.

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Education gets animated 

O Bam! Fowl Homegrown heroes of India’s comic industry are entertaining and teaching audiences

The superhero — bulging 
legs stuffed into tight 
pants, broad chest 
adorned with a symbol of 
power — has vowed to 
fight the enemies of hu¬ 
manity. He is not Super¬ 
man. He is not Batman. 

He is Shaktimaan, pro¬ 
tector of all humanity — 
at least in India. 

In the cartoon skies 
over India soar a host of 
comic book superheroes 
that have little to do with 
the leotarded titans of the 
West. 

Instead, the green¬ 
skinned and venomous 
Nagraj fights evil with 
snakes, widely wor¬ 
shipped across India, 
while three-eyed Shakti, 
clad in clingy leopard 
skins and skull orna¬ 
ments, channels the Hin¬ 
du death goddess Kali in 
waging her battle against 
the local scourge of fe¬ 
male infanticide. 

It’s heroes like these — 
drawn from India’s cul¬ 
ture and mjdhology, and 
endowed with powers 
from Hindu gods — that 
the $65-million US Indian 
comic industry hopes will 
launch them into new 
media like animated TV 
shows, action films, ad¬ 
vertising and digital Inter¬ 
net distribution. 

Indian comic producers 
insist homegrown charac¬ 
ters are best at connect¬ 
ing with the national 
public and diaspora — 
and even crucial for edu¬ 
cating them about their 
culture. It’s a formula 


they say has allowed 
them to compete with 
more sophisticated West¬ 
ern and Japanese comics 
since the 1960s, when the 
first Indian comics were 
launched with the Amar 
Chitra Katha series based 


on the ancient Sanskrit 
epics of Mahabarata and 
Ramayana. 

“We have no need for 
new superheroes, we have 
so many of our own. The 
idea is to use the Indian 
stories, Indian mythology. 


in comic format to teach 
children about their his¬ 
tory and culture,” said 
Rushabh Sanghavi, mar¬ 
keting manager at ACK 
media, which publishes 
the Amar Chitra Katha as 
well as the wholesome 
children’s series Tinkle. 

Though the industry 
suffered during the 1990s 
as Western comics and 
Holl 5 rwood films invaded 
India’s newly opened 
market and took hold, In¬ 
dian comics have seen a 
revival in the last decade 
thanks to new funding 
and technologies for 
printing, animation, digi¬ 
tizing and distribution. 

India saw its first fea¬ 
ture-length animation in 
2005, the story of the Hin¬ 
du monkey god Hanu- 
man. And several comics, 
including Shaktimaan, 
have been made into TV 
series 

Animation schools and 
production companies 
have multiplied, drawing 
students away from the 
traditional tracts for med¬ 
icine or engineering. 

The Picasso Animation 
College, which unleashed 
its first graduates last 
year, has five applicants 
for every $11,000 US tu¬ 
ition spot at its schools in 
Delhi and across India, 
placement director Shelly 


Walia said. 

Comics are increasing¬ 
ly being used to advertise 
ever 5 d:hing from bubble 
gum to noodles. The Indi¬ 
an army has serialized the 
triumphs of its real-life 
heroes for its recruitment 
drive, while banks are 
turning to cartoons for 
easy-to-read staff instruc¬ 
tions. 

Reflecting the excite¬ 
ment, India hosted its 
first-ever Comics Confer¬ 
ence in February, drawing 
16,000 visitors - a modest 
number compared with 
the more than 130,000 
who mobbed last year's 
four-day Comic Con in 
San Diego. 

But for India's fledgling 
industry, it exceeded ex¬ 
pectations, recovered or¬ 
ganizers' investment of 
about US$40,000 and even 
inspired some to wear 
costumes, said Jatin Var- 
ma of production compa¬ 
ny Twenty Media Online. 

Dressed as Jean Luc Pi¬ 
card of the Starship Enter¬ 
prise, Varma said his 
production company 
Twenty Onwards Media 
wanted to get people “to 
take the comics industry 
seriously, because comics 
influence a lot of things 
in pop culture.” 

So in three months 
they put together the two- 


day Comic Con at New 
Delhi's Dilli Haat crafts 
exhibition complex, al¬ 
lowing publishers to meet 
freelance artists, story 
writers to hear fans' feed¬ 
back, and distributors to 
search out new products 
for the market.
